HARRISBUEO, PA., Aug. 28—The day of 


the Republican state convention, which 
will decide who shall control the party 
organization in Pennsylvania has arrived, 
and the feature of the prillminary devel- 
opments was the harmony of the Quay 
administration factions. From midnight 
until 5 o'clock this morning conferees 
from each faction were in session endea- 
voring to patch up things. After much 
discussion and rejection of numerous pro 
positions by both sides, it was agreed to 
seat Philadelphia and Wyoming delegates 
of each faction and give them half a vote 
each in the convention. At 11 o'clock this 
forenoon everything; seemed so point to 
Quay's succes. 


Quay wins. 


Senator Quay nominated Congressman 


Robinson for temporary chairman and 
Mr. Walton nominated Henry Hall of 
Pittsburg for the same office. 
The vote 


which was the first test, of the strength of 
the respective factions showed 1632-3 
votes for Robinson, and 1331-3 for Hall. 
This was a Quay victory and showed the 
senator had an actual majority of the del- 
egates. Robinson's nomination was made 
unanimous. A motion by Quay that the 
committee on permanent organization be 
directed to report the name of Governor 
Hastings for permanent chairman was 
adopted. 
. When the result of the vote for chair- 
man was announced the convention went 
wild. Cheer after cheer went up, and 
when Mr. Hall move'd that Robinson be 
chosen by acclamation, and Governor 
Hastings seconded the motion there was 
another scene. Hats,'fans and handker- 
chiefs waved amid the general hurrah. 
Everything seemed harmonious and the 
disappearance of a threatened party split 
was received with joy. 


Another scene of wild enthusiasm and 


surprise was created by Chairman Gieke- 
son, who announced his withdrawal, in 
the interest of party harmony, from the 
chairmanship contest, and moved the 
selection of Senator Quay for the office. 
This was greeted with great cheers and 
adopted by acclamation. 


BELL TELEPHONE CASE. 


Government: Lawyers Discussing What to 


About the Great Monopoly. 


[Special dispatch to the Transcript.] 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—The law officers 


of the government have under considera- 
tion the quastion of how much further to 
proceed with the case against tha Bell 
Telephone company for the repeal of the 
Berliner patent. As the case' now stands 
the bill of the government has been dis- 
missed by the Court of Appeals for the 
first circuit, and under that judgment the 
Bell company has begun proceedings 
against several of the corporations which 
entered the /telephone field after the ex- 
piration of the Bell patent in 1893. 


The validity of the Berliner patent is 


essential to further control of the tele- 
phone business by the Bell company, and

He Feels That the School Committee is 


Not Doing Its Duty. 


EDITOR TRANSCRIPT :—Where are the 


three new school houses that were to be 
built this summer ? The town is. greatly 
in need of them. Every school building 
in town is crowded, teachers and pupils 
work to a great disadvantage and m some 
cases it is injurious to their health. There 
are only two rooms at Braytonville and 
there are pupils enough for five, so they 
send thirty-five children, some to State 
street school, which is also crowded, and 
some 10 the academy, and there are no 
ropjn"for them there; and still the rooms 
at Braytoiiyille are crowded, but they 
pack them in and let pirt go in the morn- 
ing and the others in the afternoon, so they 
get only a half-day's schooling. It is an 
injustice to make Braytonville children 
walk.a mile and a half to school through 
all kinds of weather and give part of them 
only a half-day's schooling. Every school 
building in town is crowded and has been 
for the past two years. The town is grow 
ing, still our school committee are doing 
nothing. They ought at the present time 
to be building three new school houses 
and have them under cover, and they can 
give no good reason why they are not doing 
it. They have neglected to doit. That is 
all, and, they have no other excuse, 
and the children of the town will have to 
suffer fer it. It is not the wish of the 
people of this town that things should be 
in this shape. They can't do anything- 
They depend on the committee and no 
one understands the circumstances better 
than the committee, still thty do nothing. 
I have talked with them and urged them 
to do something for the last nine months. 
They say something ought to be done, 
they hope to do something,they are work- 
ing on plans, but they don't get there. 
Very tew of them have any children. 
Perhaps that accounts for it. 
Some of 


the committee are not on the building 
committee and they can't act. 
They all 


talk well and do nothing. 
The board of 


trade might take this matter up. It is a 
disgrace-and an injustice that the com- 
mittee do not provide school room for the 
children of the to Evn. School days only 
come to children once, and some go to 
work young. It is wrong that they should 
go to school only half a day, and then in 
crowded rooms.

PREPARING FOR WORK. 


The Rooms of Bliss Business College 


Being Fitted for Opening.

Prof. E. J. Shaw, principal of the business 
department since last March, has been 
admitted to partnership and the proprie- 
tors of the business are now Bliss Broth- 
ers & Shaw.

An Interacting Stiry of the Interesting Doings 


of the Day. 


BOSTON, Aug. 28. -The famous triennial 


conclave of Knights Templar reached an 
impressive climax yesterday. A millLm 
people saw the highest Templar in the 
world, most Eminent Sir Hugh McCurdy, 
grand master, escorted to the Masonic 
Temple by a marching army of 25,000 Sir 
Knights. The city fairly bulged with its 
temporary population. 


People everywhere; in the streets, on 


the sidewalks, on the roofs of buildings 
and street cars, clinging to the tops of 
telegraph poles, whenever the vigilance of 
the police and linemen was relaxed for a 
moment, in wagons and drays filled with 
scats in the side streets, and on hundreds 
of grand stands, large and small, along 
the route. 
' Never in the history of ancient Boston 
has a greater host of strangers crowded 
within the city's gates, and for many 
years the soectacle of yesterday will be 
the precedent with which great gather- 
ings in New England will be compared. 
It was ft good-natured crowd, and, consid- 
ering its size, was well handled. 


For about six hours tho principal 


avenues were occupied by plumed Knights 
Templar and hundreds of thousands of 
spectators obligingly crowded onto the 
sidewalks to give them room. It was 
nearly b' o'clock when tho last command- 
cry of Knights Templar broke up .'it the 
foot of Washington street and the traffic 
of the city was resumed. 


GKAND MASTER M'CUBBY. 


All the afternoon the street-oar system 


was almost entirely suspended, even in the 
streets through which the parade did not 
pass. When the cars did start up, how- 
ever, there was the greatest rush ever seen 
in Boston. Every one was anxious to gob 
home to supper, as the n^ajority of them 
had been' standing with nothing to eat 
since early morning. They did not remain 
at home, however, but hurried back to be- 
come a part of the great human kaleido- 
scope which was moving up and down the 
principal streets last night. 


The day was a grand one. Somewhat 


cloudy at first, the sun came ont brightly 
In the afternoon, hut at no time was the 
heat so great as to cause much, discomfort 
and every one seemed to enjoy himself 
greatly, from the grinning urchin who 
had climbed an electric light pole, to tho 
proud bearer of the handsome beauseant 
in the line. 


There were none too many grand stands 


to accommodate tho immense throng that 
clamored for seats, although most every 
foot of available space along the line of 
march had been covered with platforms 
and seats. Every inch of space*was oc- 
cupied, and there vraw hardly breathing 
room. Both incoming and outgoing local 
trains were practically deserted during 
the afternoon, but as soon as the parade 
was over there was a stampede for the 
depots, and the early evening trains were 
crowded to suffocation. The great ex- 
odus, however, seemed to make no appre- 
ciable difference in the size of the crowd, 
which still continued to fill every 
thoroughfare. 


The Knights presented a splendid ap- 


pearance on parade, and, with very few 
exceptions, completed the entire line of 
march. As they possed the reviewing 
stands before Grand Commander Sic- 
Curdy and Governor Greenhalge, andlater 
before Mayor Curtis, many of them exe- 
cuted intricate military evolutions which 
won the expressed admiration of tho 
thousands who witnessed them. 
These 


tactics were also introduced by the more 
proficient 
commanderies" at intervals 


along the line of march. 


Great admiration was expressed at the 


appearance of tho California and other 
western delegations, but there was but 
Blight difference in the manifest pleasure 
of the spectators as one after the other of 
all commamleries passed. 


Officially Welcomed. 


It was shortly alter 6:30 o'clock last even- 


ing when the conclave was officially 
opened at Masonic Temple. Most emi- 
nent Sir Hugh McCurdy, Governor Green- 
halge, Mayor Curtis and Bight Eminent 
Sir Samuel C. Lawrence proceeded to the 
temple, where they were greeted by a 
large audience of Sir Knights aud Masons. 


Sir Lawrence acted as master of ceremo- 


nies and introduced Mayor Curtis, who 
welcomed the Knights Templar to Boston 
in the following address: 


"Most Eminent Grand Master, Officers 


and Members of the Grand Encampment- 
It is with unusual pleasure that, in behalf 
of the city of Boston, I extend you a wel- 
come, for I greet you as brethren 'in vin- 
culis fraternitatis.' Be assured that the 
proverbial coldness is but an outward 
seeming, and even this we have endeav- 
ored with all our powers to dispel with 
our smiles of welcome. The heart of Bos- 
ton is warm today. You have seen the 
mute but eloquent welcome waving in 
brilliant colors upon our outward walls. 
As the darkness gathers, the welcome will 
still be taken up, and in letters of fire you 
will read your greeting. Our welcome is 
sincere and heartfelt." 


To Grand Master McCurdy the mayor 


extended an especial greeting, as the chief 
officer of the great body of noblo men, 
saying: "You have been placed in posi- 
tions of tho greatest importance, often by 
the suffrages of those with wnom you 
differed in political views and theories, 
but never has the trust of the people been 
betrayed. The best thought of the present 
day is looking forward hopefully to a bet- 
ter era of citizenship. It is with such men 
of sturdy integrity that lies the realization 
Of this hope. 
"Again, Most Eminent Sir; again. Gen- 


tlemen and Brethren, I extend to you Bos- 
^ton's most hearty greeting. Our doors, 
tho doors of our hearts and our homes, are 
wide open. We trust that when you go 
awny, your regret may be as sincere as is 
our pleasure in your coming." 


ilayor Curtis then introduced Governor 


Grecuhalgc, who spoke as follows: "After 
what has happened today it would be 
superfluous for me to add anything 
further. The welcome is so great that tho 
sound waves will carry love from Boston 
to San Francisco aud frofa Canada to 
New Orleans. Events of this sort bring 
together citizens of a true .republic, one 
people, one purpose, one cause, 
The 


event today has been an inspiring specta- 
cle, inspiring in numbers, inspiring in 
character nnd inspiring in significance. 
This conclave represents a magnificent 
purpose. The lesson which has gone out 
today will bo heeded in every state in tho 
union." 
McCurdy's Keapoiue. 


In response to the addresses of welcome 


from Bight Eminent Sir Samuel C. Law- 
rence, grand commander ot the Knights 
Templar of Massachusetts and Bhodo 
Island, Mayor Curtis and Governor Green- 
halgc, Grand Master 
McCurdy. after 


thanking them for their kindly expres- 
sions, said in substance that he could not 
better define Templar Freemasonry than 
that, like the Holy Bible, it is "a, bool; of 
men loving—it is full of faces turned to- 
ward faces." 


"The best of all that will happen during 


our stay," he said, "Will be that friend 
will meet friend, and faces will look into 
faces. Wo are Templars only that we 
may be better men, and have come to 
your city, not merely to advance • the In- 
terests of our order, but to promote the 
claims of universal brotherhood. In the 
very forefront of American 
common- 


wealths, as the eloquent living exponent 
of this idea, stands your historic state, a 
state founded on faith in man, and, there- 
fore, sure to stand. To be welcomed by 
men having an ancestry so noble us yours, 
is, indeed, an honor which as men and 
Knights Templar we most highly esteem, 
and we assure you that we shall ever cher- 
ish the memory of your fraternal greeting 
among the most treasured associations of 
our many joyful pilgrimages."

BURNED IN A STOVL 


Methods Adopted by Holmes to Dis- 


pose of a Human Body. 


Proof of Awful Crime Un- 


earthed In Indianapolis. 


Detectives Have Found the Supposed Remains 


of Little Howard Pltzel. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ang. 23.—Tho body of 


little Howard Pitzol. one of tho alleged 
victims of "H. H. Holmes," tho insurance 
swindler, was found last night by Dr. J, 
F. Barnhill. 


Two detectives, Gcyer of Philadelphia 


and Biclmrds oif Indlanapolis,and Inspector 
Gary of the Fidelity Insurance company 
have been at work for weeks hunting for 
traces of the boy's body. Ho was traced 
to here with Holmes, and then he disap- 
peared. 


Yesterday morning the detectives went 


to Covington, a suburb of the city, and 
the seat of Butter college, and before they 
had been at work an hour their attention 
was called by a local real estate dealer to a 
small vacant cottage situated in the 
woods at the edge of the town and far 
from any other dwelling. 


The party went to the house, and a few 


minutes later the officers found beneath 
the side perch the missing trunk which 
was taken from the side door of the Circle 
House in this city by H. H. Holmes and 
which was thought to contain the body of 
the boy. Great excitement followed, and 
hundreds flocked to" the scene as soon us 
the discovery leaked out, although the 
officers endeavored to keep the matter a 
secret. The house was guarded and work 
begun searching for additional evidence. 


In a barn connected with the house 


was a large stove of cylindrical shape, of 
tho same pattern as Holmes bought in 
Cincinnati. In » Stove-Hole. 


Late last evening D. J. F. Barnhill's at- 


tention was called by a small boy named 
Walter Jenny to the stove-hole where the 
stove had been. It was filled with refuse. 
This was pulled out and tho remains of 
the boy were found. 


Physicians and dentists were there, and 


In this pit of refuse hundreds of pieces of 
charred bones 'wore found. 
The teeth 


showed that the body was that of a boy be- 
between 8 and 19 years of age, and all the 
other bones confirmed this. 
All were 


charred, and pieces of flesh clung to some 
of them. 
The skull-bones and pelvis 


added to the same convincing truth. 


The boy had evidently beun burned in a 


cob fire and in the huge stove found in tho 
barn. Howard's overcoat w»s found at a 
grocery store nearby, where Holmes had 
left it, saying tho boy would call for it. 
He iiovor came. 
Owners of the house 


recognized Holmes from tho pictures 
shown them. 


All Identify him as the man who, last 


October, rented the house, with the same 
story as he told in Toronto and other 
places, came with the boy and the big stove,
